IT DEPENDED ON THE WEATHER, ALSO. 


“No seance was a repetition of any 
former one, but new surprises awaited 
us every evening, provided the weather 
wasclear and pleasant. We had very 
positive orders from the controlling 
spirit to adjourn any seance should the 
weather be stormy on the regular 
night. 

"As we advanced in our investiga- 
tions, we found that any disturbance in 
the mind of the sitters, any inharmoni- 
ous or unboly thought, the sinallest 
disagreement between us upon any 
subject, however skilfully concealed 
from the medium, visibly affected the 
quality and power of the manifesta- 
tions, 

“Perhaps tbe most striking change io 
the appearance of our visitors was 
manifested in the abundance and 
brightness of our draperies. After.sev- 
eral sittings the controlling spirit sug- 
gested and then insisted in a very posi- 
tive manner that we should add new 
tests to those which already seemed to 
be conclusive. We were to have the 
ladies disrobe the medium and dress 
her so that about her clothing there 
should not be a thread of white. Every 
garment was taken off and even the 
stockings turned inside out. They 
placed upon ber a blue silk undervest, 
black stockings and an unlined dark 
gray wrapper. Upon the medium tbere 
was nota shred of white, and yet in 
spite of tbis those marvelous forms 
came to us clothed with garments of 
silvery whiteness and finer than falries’ 
lace. They waiked with Indescrivable 
grace, and as they moved seemed to 
perfume the air with sandal wood and 
cashmere. 

“The last seance was beld on Thurs- 
day evening, June 6. The medium 
was disrobed and robed as before, and

After a while the medium 
made her appearance, coming through 
the wire door Into the room. This was 
accomplished without in the least dis- 
turbing the wire netting, the wooden 
framework of the door or the padlocks 
with which it was locked. Tie won- 


derful feat had been accomplished in 
the same way at tbe three preceding 
seances. 

“Mra. Allen and Mrs. Newton imme- 
diately conducted her into tbe other 
cabinet and seated ber in a cbair, wlth 
which this compartment is slways 
provided. The jadies had scarcely 
reached their seats when a brilliantly 
Illuminated form came out and crossed 
the room to oue of the company.

“The most extraordinary phenom- 


Several years ago 4 distinguished medl- 
um for physical manifestations visited 
our city. One of the manifestations, 
through him, was placing a solid iron 
ring on your arm while firmly grasping 
the medium's hands, [t occurred to 
me that if the spirits could do this they 
could put together two wooden rings. | 
Aecordingly, I had several rings turned | 
for me of rock maple. Tney were 
about three inches in diameter, and 
balf an inch in thickness. I submitted 
these rlngs to the medium alluded to ay 
well as to several others during the 
yesrs they have been in my possession 
without satisfactory results. When it 
was demonstrated to us that Mrs. Rob- 
erts could be successfully taken through 
twine aud wire netting, it occurred to 
me that it would be a good time to 
agsin try my rings.

gree with none, even lí we do not agree 
with them. We withhold none, even if 
we know them to be erroneous or far (rom 
the real truth; for it certainly muat be 
truth to the writer, otherwise he or she 
would not have taken the trouble to for 
mutate it; and what is truth for one is truth 
for another. Itis only when they spice 
these truths. with too much individual 
rancor or disdain for the opinions of others 
that we reject the contributions.

MRS. THAYER, FLOWER MEDIUM. 

It is now a long while since we have 
heard anything from this once celebrated 
medium, and those who have been com- 
forted and surprised by these good old 
channels of long ago do not like to sce 
them drift out of sight unnoticed. 

During the centennial year, Mre. Thayer 
was for months the guest of Mr. and Mrs. 
Beale, of this city, where 1 had ample op- 
portunity to attend the various circles that 
were held at the house of Mr. Beale. The 
attendence was always select and private, 
and often without pay. I want to say 
that all who know the Beale family will 
readily vouch for their strict honor and in- 
tegrity. All who have attended these 
tircles know of the abundance of flowers, 
birds and fruits that were brought in at 
various times and either placed in the 
hande of persons, on their laps or on the 
table. 

My first experience with Mrs. Thayer 
was at the house of Col, Kase, in the early 
part of March, 1876. I lived some dis- 
tance from the residence of Col. Kase. I 
got there late, and the circle had been 
formed; some thirty were seated around a 
large dining table with Mrs. Thayer in 
the middle. I sat outside the circle by the 
side of Col. Case, who attended to the 
light, and took in all the joy I could from 
my position, Soon after the circle com- 
menced singing, we were formed, and a 
very pleasant aroma of flowers pervaded 
the room. When light was called for, we 
found the table strewn all over with vari- 
ous choice flowere and some fruit. I felt 
the ivys and ferns, and found that they 
were crisp and cold (there being ice out 
of doors). After the circle had adjourned 
and the folks were gathering up the flow- 
ers and talking over their gifts, Mrs. 
Thayer stepped up to me, reached her

I could not take this as a test, ae Mre. 
Thayer had for a moment left the room, 
desiring to get a breath of fresh air. I did 
not wish to affirm or deny, but I took my 
little bird home, and telling my wife how 
I obtained it, she got angry and said the 
devil brought it, and would not permit me 
to keep the bird in the house, without her 
constant protest; so, for peace sake, I sent 
it to the Zoological Garden of this city. 

This innovation of my legitimate rights 
somewhat irritated me, and I made up my 
mind again to visit Mrs, Thayer's circle. 
In the afternoon of the evening I intended 
to visit the circle. I was alone in the 
yard doing some work; my mind felt dis- 
turbed from the rebuffs I had received 
about my bird, and I exclaimed, “Spirits, 
I have a thorn in the flesh; so if you bring 
me anything to-night, bring me something 
with thorns to it.” I went to the circle, 
was sufficiently early to get a good seat. 
All laid their hands on the table; flowers 
came in abundance; right on top of my 
hande lay two beautiful red roses on one 
stem. The stem was about half a foot 
long and full of thorns. No earthly being 
could have heard the request I made in 
the yard, and which was so definitely an- 
swered by the spirits. 

When the circles were held at the house 
of Mr. Beale, one evening the thought 
took me to ask the spirits to place a flower 
in my hand—the room being very dark-- 
and held out my hand at nearly arm's 
length. Something feeling cold was im- 
mediately placed in my hand, when the 
room was lighted I found it to be a very 
fine spray of hyacinth. Mr, Watford had 
before him on the table an ivy vine three 
oríour feet long with all the dirt to the 
roots, as though it had just been scooped 
out of a pot. Mr. Fisher had placed on 
his lap, standing up like a sword, a fern 
overa yard long and nine inches wide 
with nota stem on it broken. A cross- 
bill bird hopped around on the table for 
Mrs. Beale, the first and last one of these 
peculiar birds I ever saw. 

When it is known that the doors and 
windows to these circles were closed, that 
nothing could enter the room from with 
out that would not at once be detected by 


the light streaming in—and surely no one 
could conceal such things about their per. 
son without injuring them—the conclusion 
was tangible that spirits brought them. 

I had never seen any orange blossoms 
and heard that they were very fragrant, so 
one evening going to thecircle, I mentally 
said, “ Will some kind spirit to-night bring 
me some orange blossome?”’ 

The light being called for at the close of 
the circle, we found the table, as usual, 
covered with tlowers. Mrs. Thayer called 
out, "Why, here are orange blossoms!” 
"Did anybody wish for them?" Jf 
kept quiet, wishing to know whether 
someone else had made a wish for orange 
blossoms. Mrs. Thayer repeated her ques- 
tion, but no one anewered. I then said, 
"Yes, Mrs. Thayer, I made a wish for 
Orange blossoms, to be brought me to- 
night." “Well,” said she, “here it is;” and 
thie is the way I got my first, and so far, 
the last orange blossoms. 

Mrs. Beale, true, good-hearted, noble 
zoul, now gone to her heavenly home, told 
me that one day while Mra. Thayer was 
her guest, she took very sick. Mrs. Beale 
nursed her, and said, “Mre. Thayer, if I 
could only get some strawberry leaves, I 
would make you a tea that would help you

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He came home to the city, aud In two 
weeks from the time was taken very 
alek. At first he could not think what 
could be the cause, but, as the bours 
went by with no rellef of eutlering, he 
thought of the incident aud feared it 
was small-pox that he was taking. We 
were alarmed but awaited, as usual, for 
our epirit band to bring rellef, as we 
kuew they would If possible. 

The third. night after 1 was clairvoy- 
ant to see a most lovely spirit woman 
eome Into the room.

1 oould 
hear the lime slacking, and when 
slacked, she poured cold water in and 
stirred it thoroughly, let it settle, took 
a tumbler and dipped it about two- 
tbirda full of clear lime water; she then 
held up the tumbler for me to see; she 
then filled the tumbler up witb pure, 
cold water aud brought it to Mr. H., 
who drank about one gill. She then 
moistened a apouge in the same and 
dampened hiv sores, or seemed to, when 
the whole vision had faded and I was 
awake out of the trance. 

Itold my husband of the vielon and 
the remedy. In the morning we sent 
our oldest son down to Front street for 
a piece of unslacked lime, and I follow- 
ed directione in making and adminis- 
tering.

‘No, indeed, 
I have not. Was that you, Mary Aun?" 
"Yes; but Iam out of that sick body 
you used to see me in. I look like my: 
self a3 a spirit now." 

She gave me much other evidence 
that identified her as an old friend who 
wished to bless us in this, our time of 
need. She told us to take about a gill 
of the remedy as often as tbe pain re- 
turned in the head, which, we found 
was about once in three hours. 

Mr. Henderson bad distinct small- 
pox, but suffered little pain after the 
remedy was obtained, We were told, 
through the handwriting, to fumigate 
with lime, keeping it on the stove and 
boiling often to kill the animalcule oyt 
of the air, lest we breathe it in, and be 
worse, aud to say nothiug to others of 
our condition. If we did we would be 
taken to the pest house, where half of 
us would surely die, if not more. We 
kept our own counsel, 

In just one week from the time Mr. 
Henderson was taken sick, our young- 
est child was born, Now came in the 
grand superiority of our augelie rell- 
gion. Some do not want to call Spirit- 
ualism religion. But it is a religion 
that saves to the uttermost all falthful, 
true souls and bodies, too, that trust Its 
truth, The angels were with us in 
those trying hours, with no one in the 
body to lend a helping band. Mr, 
Henderson’s feet covered with pustules 
on which he had'to stand. They, the 
angels, made suggestions and kept our 
thoughts in peace, A mighty host 
smeotbed our way and brought all re- 
lief absolutely required. 

Iu ove week from the time of the 
birth of our infant the whole six now in 
family began to come down with the 
disease, Three of the children had 
been vaccinated, and three had not.
